WHEN four persons are killed in and 


near Madison by automobiles in 


the space of two days and figures just 
announced by the United States depart- 
ment of commerce show that 11,666 per- 
sons were victims of motor vehicles .in 
1922, 
one begins to wonder whether even 


drastic traffic laws can check our mod- 
ern transportation menace. 


Certainly, they will reduce accidents. 


But experts are working- along other and 
perhaps stronger lines. The latest sug- 
gestion is based on mental science I . 


Keducing automobile accidents by 


means of applied psychology is the plan 
of Dr. William A. McKeever, editor of 
numerous juvenile and psychology pub- 
lications and former University of Kan- 
sas professor in charge of child welfare 
and "better city" projects. 


Dr. McKeever has prepared what he 


calls "A Universal Auto Creed," consist- 
ing of a pledge for the driver, the pedes- 
trian and the motor guest, which he is 
to 
offer 
to automobile associations, 


schools, safety leagues and all others 
concerned in the problem of safe motor 
car driving. 


"There are not more than ten critical 


points for the driver, for the pedestrian 
and for the passenger," said Dr. Me 
Keever. "Cover these danger spots with 
an advance vision in the mind of the in- 
dividual, showing him specifically how 
to act or what to do, and the safety wil 
take care of itself." 


The pledges for the driver are: 
I will think ahead; I will drive care- 


fully; I will avoid speeding; I will ob- 
serve signals; I will manage my auto; I 
will slacken speed; I will respect pedes- 
trians; I will assist at accidents; I wil 
encourage others; I will assume respon- 
sibility. 


The pledges for the pedestrian consist 


of these: 


I will be thoughtful; I will follow traf- 


fic ; I will watch street cars; I will walk 
deliberately; I will cooperate with driv- 
ers; I will stand in safety zone;'I wil 
wait for car to stop; I will keep to the 
right; I will be responsible; I will avoid 
jay walking.

Wisconsin Payroll Is Healthy, 


Says U. S. 


W 


ISCONSIN apparently is going into 
the New Year with the most sat- 


isfactory industrial conditions that have 
obtained there for some years, according 
to the United States Depai-tment of Com- 
merce's survey of current business, is- 
sued today. 


While the total number of workers on 


payrolls during October was slightly less 
than during September—accounted for 
by seasonal occupational changes that 
are reflected each year in the comparisons 
of these months—total payroll payments 
were* nearly 4 points higher in Octobei 
than in September. 


Reports received by the Department 


of Commerce show that current payroll 
payments are 176 per cent greater than 
during the same month in 1915. They 
are also 47 per cent higher than were 
reported in October of last year. 


The average weekly earnings of Wis- 


consin workers in October were 7 per 
cent higher than in September and 22 
per cent higher than in October of 1922. 


The highly satisfactory earnings of 


Wisconsin's working population, accord- 
ing to the Department of Commerce, is 
even more clearly demonstrated by sta- 
tistics disclosing that at the present time 
their average weekly pay is 128.5 per 
cent, greater than during the compar- 
able period for 1915. 


The conclusion is drawn from these 


tabulations by experts of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce that, since workers 
are generally employed, with no indica- 
tions of any interference with the on- 
ward sweep of industry, and with the 
highest wages ever paid them in history, 
the outlook for Wisconsin is entirely sat- 
isfactory, at least for some time to come. 


As long as. wages remain above the 


war-time peak, say federal officials, there 
must be a lively demand for competent 
workers.

Those who most insistently proclaim that ' 


was is inevitable are, first of all, the men who 
do or indorse the things that make it inevit- *' 
able. For war is conceived .in-the stupidity of' 
the few and made possible by the psychology 
of the mob. It masks greed, denies justice, and 
covers the blundering of statesmen in ' inter- 
national affairs. Every question over which 
war has been waged for a century could have 
been settled by the use of common sense in- 
stead of bayonets. After every great military 
adventure the world, taking stock of itself, 
agrees .to that. Then why not the inevitable 
conference and settlement before instead of 
after the slaughter? 


At the time of the Armistice the militarists 


were .thoroughly discredited. 
There was no 


talk then about the ir.eTitability of war, but 
there was a great deal of talk about its utter 
damned foolishness. The armies of the world 
were demanding a pasting peace as the' fruits 
.of victory. The politicians were giving Jip 
service, at least, to the same cause. But even 
while they talked peace they wove war into 
the fabric of the treaty. 


Having done 
this, 
having thrown 
away 


their great opportunity, their successors de- 
clare that war is inevitable, and every parrot 
in the world repeats the cry. Heartened by the 
glad news, the militarists arc emerging from 
their 
dugouts and 
getting • ready 
for "the 


day." 


We do not mean to say that there was de- 


liberate intent to perpetuate the 
causes of 


war in the treaty. There was something far 
worse than that—shortsighted .selfishness and 
incredible bonc-headedness. With some splen- 
did exceptions, the picked men who made the 
peace met on the plane of ward 'politicians 
scrambling for the- spoils of victory. Even the 
League of Nations, that might have been an 
instrument for 
the 
world's 
salvation, was 


handcuffed to a treaty that' discredited it. 


As a quite natural sequence the old hate 


machines are being run out from under cover 
to harvest the abundant crop sown at Ver- 
sailles and carefully cultivated ever since. It 
is true that battleships are being scrapped, 
but in the opinion of competent observers Air- 
plane carriers 
and 
airplanes 
would 
have 


scrapped the battleships, treaty or no treaty. 
The new fleets are for the air, not the water, 
and they are building fast. 


Perhaps war is inevitable. It is rapidly be- • 


ing made so, but only because those whose 
duty it is to make it impossible are leading 
the world toward it through the stupidity of 
their policies. To cover insensate ambition, or 
greed, or blundering, it is always possrble, 
temporarily at least, to inflame the minds, of 
the people, to make them believe that their 
lands and lives are in danger from a nation 
that they have • been taught to hate; and then 
to lead them on to violent action. 
But it 


would be just as easy by the same methods to 
teach tolerance and goodwill for a neighbor. 
Then when disputes arose the people could be 
led to an international court instead of to a 
battlefield. 


The men and women who actually fight wars 


in the trenches, the fields and the factories, 
do not want war. To assume anything else is 
to believe that men prefer famine to plenty; 
turmoil to security; death to life. But through 
their passions men can be dragged down to 
any depths. What then shall we say of those 
leaders who play on the emotions of their 
people to their undoing? If they would iter- 
ate, and the parrots.would reiterate, that war 
is unthinkable; that international as well as 


national differences* can. be settled without 
bloodshed, we should be in>a fair way to get 
rid of all this stuff an€ nonsense about "the 
inevitability of war." 
" 


Was !±here; anything about the assassination 


,,at 'Sarajevo or even in :the situation behind 
it to justify the slaughter of five million men? 
Was there anything" about the murder, of five 
Italian officers on the Albanian frontier, bar- 
barous though'it.was, or even in the situation 
behind it ,'to justify . Mussolini's recent, ulti- 
matum? 
Would;the slaughter of: a million:, 


Greeks and Italians in battle and. the further 
prostration of both countries advantage eith- 
er? Could any. accessions of territory be worth 
the price ? Are rulers • and politicians who lead 
their people to battle, over such. things really 
thinking of the honor and welfare of their 
countries or of their own? Who'gets the stat- 
ues, the glory ~and the front-page stuff out of 
wars—the., people or the politicians? Whof sits 
snug and gets the money—the people or the 
profiteers? 
Wihose fields are ruined, whose 


businesses wrecked, whose homes destroyed, 
whose women ; raped, whose lives ruthlessly 
sacrificed? 


The people are always the Unknown Sol- 


dier.

Taxes For Educational Purposes; Says He Feared Assaults 
Of Reactionary Press.

We have pointed out that after the. inherit- 


ance tax rates had been doubled by the bill of 
former State Senator Louis A. Arnold, -social- 
ist—Governor Blaine.'did not use the addition- 
al revenue to finance Wisconsin's educational 
system and to repair the damage caused by 
the stealing of vast sums of school money by 
early republican and democratic legislators. 


Big Business does not care to make the in- 


heritance tax popular—by having it used for 
education. Big Business is opposed to an in- 
heritance tax for any purpose whatsoever. 
* * * 


And this is the way it happened: 
Governor Elaine in his message to the Wis- 


consin legislature Jan. '13, 
1921, solemnly 


pledged himself to turn the inheritance tax 
money into 
educational 
channels—a policy 


which in a few years would cut the.tax for 
educational purposes. 


Senator Arnold proceeded to double the in- 


heritance 
tax 
rates, 
whereupon Governor 


Blaine changed his mind. He is now using the 
the additional revenue derived from inherrEance 
taxes and which .comes in a large part from 
the cities, to lower the taxes for one year— 
and thus to make votes for himself for next 
year. 


* * * 


We reprint Governor Elaine's rather sound 


argument made Jan. 13, 1921—before he had 
arranged, his deal with Big Business. 


"The capital fund for the various school in- 


stitutions of the state is very small. The com- 
mon school fund has a capital account amount- 
ing to a little over $5,000,000. The 
normal 


school fund about $3,000,000. The university 
fund about $250,000, and the agricultural col- 
lege a little over $300,000. The funds are loan- 
ed out for the larger part at 4 percent interest 
to school districts for the purpose of erecting 
schoolhouses.

"At the persent time there are no sources 


from which we can obtain money to increase 
:he capital fund except from the taxation of 
the general property 
of the state .or from 


some specific tax. The common school fund re- 
ceives about J75.000 a year .in fines, and. a'small 


amount from rentals, which is added to the 
capital fundr 


"With the present prevailing high taxes we 


should, by all means, avoid any attempt to 
increase those taxes. 
In fact, every effort 


should be made to reduce the tax burden. 


• * 
*• * 


"Under the?present inheritance law there is 


about $600,000 annually paid into the state 
treasury from inheritance taxes. Inheritance 
taxes are quite different from the income of 
property tax—that tax comes from the es- 
tates of deceased persons. It is a contribution 
to^the state after death by operation of law. 


"The inheritance tax has received 
scarcely 


any attention since its enactment. I suggest 
that there can be no more appropriate method 
of receiving this contribution than to propose 
that the inheritance taxes be added to the cap- 
ital account of our educational institutions for 
the permanent fund thereof and regarded as a 
perpetual memorial. 


"Such a suggestion if carried intoi law will 


in a few years put our educational institutions 
on a sound financial basis without any increase 
of taxes. 
With the establishment of such a. 


fund, those who are making final disposition of 
their estates will feel at least that their prop- 
erty will not be taken by the state to pay the 
running expenses thereof, but will go into a 
fund for the upbuilding of our educational 
institutions." 


Thus spoke Governor Blaine in 1921 and by 


operation of the Arnold law he could have car- 
ried out his pledge in 1923 without the slight- 
est difficulty.

The socialists proposed, in the 1923 session,, 


that all of tha additional revenue raised 
by 


the Arnold law-/ be turned into the .common 
school fund. This measure Governor Blaine or- 
dered killed in the.senate after it.Jiad passed 
the house.
